BY GRAVEL PIT 


Costa Mesa Road Material 
Source Proves Boon to 
Residents There 


HERE ARE AUTOS REGISTER 
WILL GIVE AWAY ON NOV. 7 


The success w ith which the coun­ 
ty has opened and is operating a new’ 
gravel pit at Costa Mesa was given 
enthusiastic praise at a recent m eet­ 
ing of the Costa M esa farm center. 
The opening of the pit has already 
brought m any b etter roads to the 
Costa M esa district. 
It w ill bring 
more. 
It will also 
bring better 
roads in various sections south and 
w est of Santa Ana. 
U nder contracts let by the county, 
roads are being improved a t a cost 
of about $1500 a mile. 
The m aterial used is a clay gravel. 
By some freak of geological for­ 
m ation, a deposit of clay gravel was 
placed on the side of the draw lead­ 
ing ofT of the m esa into the bottom 
land of the S a' ta Ana river. 
T his 
deposit in ages gone by w as covered 
over w ith loam, and th e deposit of 
blay gravel showed on the surface 
only In spots. 
Long Haul Obviated 
The long haul from the Santiago 
creek to Costa Mesa m ade it advis­ 
able, if possible, for the county to 
find a road-m aking m aterial close to 
Costa Mesa. 
The possibility of uti­ 
lizing the little known clay gravel 
at the edge of the m esa w as brought 
to the attention of the county offi­ 
cials. and an investigation w as m ade 
by Supervisor H. A. W assum and 
County Engineer J. L. M cBride. 
T est holes were dug to determ ine 
w hether the deposit was extensive. 
It was found that It was extensive 
enough for developm ent, and it may 
prove to be even g reater than testing 
indicated. 
The change in form a­ 
tion in one direction was rapid, clean 
sand being discovered in the hole. 
Along the edge of the m esa draw, 
however, it was shown th at the de­ 
posit extended for some distance. 
The pit has now been in operation 
for ten days. 
The steam shovel th at 
Is used in loading wagons has dug 
deep enough to show th at the deposit 
goes deeper than had been supposed, 
and th a t the m aterial is every bit 
as good as test hole sam ples had 
shown. 
Contract Advantageous 
The county has let w hat the offi­ 
cers believe is an advantageous con­ 
tract. 
The county 
Is getting the 
gravel laid on the roads econom ically 
and w ithout m aking an investm ent in 
equipm ent. 
A price of 20 cents a yard is being 
paid Mrs. Mary N orris, owner of 
the property on which the pit is lo­ 
cated, for all m aterial utilized. C. C. 
Murdy, of W estm inster, has two con­ 
tracts w ith the county. 
One is a 
contract to get the m aterial into the 
wagons, and the other is a contract 
to haul the m aterial from th e pit to 
the road, where it is dumped. The 
contracts w ere let on bids. Under the 
contract Murdy had to build his own 
road to the pit. He built the road 
with his steam shovel. 
W ith this shovel, a dum p wagon 
may be loaded In from three to five 
m inutes. 
Forty-five Cents a Yard 
U nder the contracts, the county 
pays Murdy 45 cents a yard for load­ 
ing the trucks and 48 cents a yard 
for hauling to any point w ithin three 
m iles of the pit. Eighteen cents a 
yard per m ile is to be paid when the 
haul is m ore than three miles. 
County employes are spreading the 
m aterial after it is dumped. 
It is 
placed on the roads from four to six 
inches in thickness and is wet down. 
It takes about 1200 yards of m aterial 
to cover a stretch of a mile. About 
a quarter-m ile a day is covered. 
Costa M esans who have traveled 
the roads finished in the past week 
are highly pleased w ith the results 
accom plished. 
"It will take a w inter's rains and 
travel to get these roads into proper 
shape,” said McBride today. 
At present, roads joining the New 
port Beach boulevard a t right angles 
southeast of the boulevard are being 
improved with clay gravel. 
When 
they are finished a num ber of sec­ 
tions of roads northw est of the bou­ 
levard will be improved.

It is not given to very many to be­ 
come a legend in their lifetime; but 
to Californians Ina Coolbrith is some­ 
thing more than a figure in the dis­ 
tinguished 
group 
of 
w e s t e r n 
writers. 
She 
has 
become 
a 
symbol 
of 
the 
days 
when 
the 
land was young and vitality ran 
high, and, as she herself quotes Sted­ 
man as saying, three-fourths of the 
writers of national reputation were 
sojourners in California. 
Knowing how that group of fam­ 
ous men—Mark Twain, Bret Harte, 
John Muir, Joaquin Miller, Charles 
W arren Stoddard and others—made 
her house their social headquarters 
in those golden days, one ml^ht ex­ 
pect to find a woman living among 
old memories, enthroned in the past. 
But Ina Coolbrith by no means lives 
only in the afterglow from a sun 
that has set. 
The moment one sees 
her that Idea of her as a symbol, a 
legend, dies away. 
She is too vital 
an individual to serve in any such 
abstract capacity. 
To grow old beautifully Is one of 
the rarest and most precious gifts of 
the gods. 
And life has given Miss 
Coolbrith that laurel. 
Three things 
linger as points of light in one’s vi­ 
sion of her as she Is today: 
Clear, 
luminous eyes, very sensitive and 
expressive hands, and a young voice, 
quick, animated and fluent. 
As the friend of W hittler, Holmes, 
Lowoll and others of the 
eastern 
writers of the last century, as well 


as of the literary pioneers of thn 
West, Ina Cool bruth has an unusual 
opportunity to compare the literary 
life of yesterday and today. 
Her 
mind flashes to and fro between the 
past and the present, using reminis­ 
cence and quotation to point a criti­ 
cism or a contrast. 
“I have written more In the last 
two years in New York than In the 
preceding twenty-five,” she remark­ 
ed. 
“In California there is always 
the tem ptation to play. 
Oh, it will 
get you, too, the spirit of ‘manana,’ ” 
she flashed with a smile. 
Although 
Ina Coolbrith is often referred to in 
print as one of the early California 
poets, she shows herself decidedly 
one of our nontemporal ies, fleeing 
from the allurements of a too entic­ 
ing climate to a place where one has 
to work. 
“California is like Jtaly,” 
is her explanation to the play spirit; 
“one cannot help making 
‘fiesta’ of 
every possible occasion,’ she recent­ 
ly told a w riter for the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. 
She is a stout champion of the 
rimed form In which her own verses 
are written, against the more recent 
incursion of free verse, “Walt W hit­ 
man is the worst influence American 
literature has ever been submitted 
to,” she says. 
“He had genius, and 
genius makes its own laws. 
But 
his followers have adopted the char­ 
acteristics in spite of which, not be­ 
cause of which, he was a great poet.” 
“But isn’t what you mean to ex­ 


press 
more 
important 
than 
the 
form?” some one ventured. 
Miss Coolbrith’s retort was instan­ 
taneous. 
’“You might as well say 
that a snow man is a fine piece of 
sculpture 
if 
it represents a 
man. 
Form is as essential to poetry as to 
sculpture.” 
Another movement of the present 
day with which she has scant sympa­ 
thy is the formation of “poetry so­ 
cieties” and groups of what she calls 
“admiration societies.” 
"Poets don’t need to sit around 
encouraging and reading to one an­ 
other,” she declares. 
“If a w riter 
has something to say he will go off 
by himself and say it without having 
to tie himself up to a movement. Lit­ 
erary associations in the old days 
were less formal and less self-con­ 
scious. 
We were pioneers, aud we 
were naturally drawn together.” 
To this pioneer spirit she attrib­ 
utes the remarkable florescence of 
literature of the old West. With the 
passing of the incentive of new con­ 
ditions the virility which made th? 
early group of writers notable has 
declined. 
But here again she does 
not dwell on the past as a golden 
age which cannot return. 
As evi­ 
dence upholding her theory of the in­ 
spiration of frontier life she express­ 
ed keen interest in recent writers 
from New Zealand 
and 
Australia, 
where some af the conditions of Cal­ 
ifornia fifty years ago have a modern 
parallel.

The bill introduced in cong­ 
ress by Representative Johnson 
of Washington, chairman of the 
committee on immigration, 
at 
the request of Secretary of La­ 
bor Davis, to have aliens coming 
into this country register with 
the government 
within 
thirty 
days of their arrival and annu­ 
ally thereafter, paying 
at the 
time of registration a fee which 
will be used for their education 
and Americanization, appears to 
be worthy of general support. 
The absorption and American- 
iization of immigrants now is 
one of the great problems in the 
development and 
unity of the 
United States. We may resent 
but we can hardly refute cer­ 
tain foreign reflections on the 
mixture of bloods which make 
up our population. We can over­ 
come and even make an asset 
of this mixture if we succeed 
in developing a unity of pur­ 
pose, 
ideals, 
and 
national 
thought. That can be done only 
by education. 
At 
present, as 
consistently 
throughout the history of this 
country, we make no concerted 
national effort to turn our alien 
population 
into 
an American 
population. 
We 
allow 
immi­ 
grants to find their own posi­ 
tion in American life, according 
to their 
economic 
necessities 
and natural intelligence, ambi­ 
tion, and abilities. The result is 
that they gather in colonies in 
our cities 
or in 
certain rural 


neighborhoods, 
the 
adults re­ 
taining their own national ideals 
and sympathies, and errors, to 
the great 
disadvantage of 
na­ 
tional unity. The children, to 
be sure, have the advantages of 
American public schools, and in 
a generation or two their Amer­ 
icanization 
may become 
com­ 
plete, but even this process is 
restricted by the backwardness 
of their elders. 
A registration system such as 
is suggested by Mr. Davis would 
be able to give the government 
accurate 
information 
on 
the 
progress 
of 
immigrants, 
eco­ 
nomically, 
educationally, 
and 
intellectually. It would provide 
a chart for the direction of im­ 
provement 
and would provide 
funds for the instruction neces­ 
sary to 
bring about 
improve­ 
ment. It would ferret out those 
immigrants who 
come to this 
country merely to make money 
to take to Europe, and would en­ 
courage and 
assist those who 
come here to become Americans 
and to aid in making the pros­ 
perity of this country one with 
their own prosperity. 
As a nation 
we have failed 
lamentably, particularly of late 
years, in assimilating immigra­ 
tion. 
Any method 
which will 
help overcome that failure will 
be good for
